SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Domina Fuhrer is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is given to the video recording for the following reasons. The video 
recording promotes and supports urination in association with sexual conduct and also 
promotes and supports the infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. The 
video recording is comprised of sustained scenes of sado-masochistic activity. There 
are two scenes of urination in association with sexual conduct. The first scene depicts 
a female urinating into a toilet and then making a male perform cunnilingus on her. 
The second scene depicts a female urinating onto the naked body of a male. These 
scenes are presented within the context of sado-masochistic activity. The rest of the 
activity throughout the video recording depicts the infliction of extreme violence and 
extreme cruelty. For example in one scene a male has hot candle wax dripped onto 
his penis while he has his arms tied behind his back. He is tied in such a way as to not 
be able to move and he is wearing a leather face mask so that it is impossible to tell 
whether he is in pain or not. There are depictions of males and a female being 
whipped and slapped throughout the video recording. Activities of this nature are 
sustained throughout the entire video recording to the extent that excisions would not 
mitigate the likelihood of injury to the public good. Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act 1990) does not apply to this publication because the 
video recording has been classified under criteria in s3(2) of the Films, Videos and 
Publications Classification Act (FVPC Act 1993). Section 3(2) are deeming provisions 
which cannot be given a meaning consistent with si 4 of the NZBR Act 1990. 
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
